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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Sato et al U.S. Pat. No. 6,108,638 discloses a data processing system/method which 
comprises a plurality of inputs units for registering selected products, and a processing 
unit connected to the plurality of inputs units for calculating a total price for the selected 
products. 

JP02000207198A, Kurihara Toshiaki discloses a charge system for application 
software. 

However, neither Sato nor Kurihara singularly or in combination fails to disclose the 
recited feature: 

As per claims 1 " a second calculation unit configured to calculate a device charge for 
using the selected output device, in accordance with determination by said second 
determination unit, and a third calculation unit configured to calculate a total charge of a 
data output process based on the respective charges calculated by said first and 
second calculation unit".
